Wilson and Rasmussen state it is similar to the Spink pattern Sixpence, however the legend is very different. It is sad that 
there are no surviving records at Spink to state what this pattern was for, their records being destroyed by fire in World 
War II.

At the time of his writing Peck quoted (page 420) the purpose of these improper fractions as theorised by Garside: that they 
were numbered as first impressions from the dies for approval.

19 Century France was fascinated by the figure of Jeanne d’Arc, a suitable historical and mythified heroine 
to be a figurehead in the anti-British nationalist movement in the second half of the century. 


Jeanne d’Are (c.1412-1431), a collection of 19" and 20" century medals and related material, being 
an extraordinary tribute to the heroine of France. Mostly extremely fine and a fascinating collection.

The process for the beatification of Jeanne d’Arc began in 1869 at the instigation of the then Bishop of 
Orleans. The decree was published by Pius X 50 years later on 11" April, 1909, and she was canonized in 


1920 by Pope Benedict XV. Many of the pieces in the collection relate to this period when great attention 
was being paid to Jeanne d’Arc.

In 1899 Lord Lovat thought that with the skill of the Highlanders 
at stalking and shooting, he could defeat the Boers using their own tactics. He was granted permission to raise two 
companies of scouts for service in South Africa. The recruits were assembled at Beaufort Castle in 1900 January and 
formed into two companies. They were named Lovat’s Scouts and their task was to supply intelligence information 
about the Boers, who were an often unseen and deadly foe. The first company was mounted on Highland ponies while 
the second was a foot contingent. On seeing service in South Africa as part of the Highland Division, they soon put 
their stalking skills to great use. With the use of spyglasses, heliograph and semaphore they soon greatly improved the 
intelligence capability of the Division so much that Lord Lovat on his return to Inverness was allowed to raise a second 
contingent of Scouts. Munro presumably joined this second draft.
